Riga, April 26.—Captain Merion C. 


Cooper of Jacksonville, ' Florida,

Kosciusko squadron flier, who was shot 
down on the Polish front and captured 
by the Russians last July, escaped from 
a Russian prison near Moscow on April 
12 and arrived in Riga today. 


Captain Cooper was accompanied here 


by two Polish officers. 


The American aviator while serving 


with the Poles in their operations last 
summer against the Bolshevik, disap- 
peared behind the Soviet lines in Gala- 
cia on July 13. It was learned last Sep- 
tember he was a prisoner in Russia. 
Numerous efforts had been made since 
to obtain his release, but without suc- 
cess. 
Captain Cooper's aeroplane was 


brought down by Cossacks connected 
with General "Budenny's forces it was 
learned.

constitute a basis upon which negotia- 
tions between the allies and Germany 
could be resumed it is the understand- 
ing that the view of the allied diplomats 
hero will be sought before any further 
move is made. 


There was no explanation today of the 


delay in the receipt of the German mem- 
orandum. 
The text was handed to 


American Commissioner Dresel at P.er- 
lin Sunday night but it did not begin 
reaching the department until late last 
night an dthen came in fragments. It 
was decoded early today and placed be- 
fore Mr. Hughes. 


Although official comment was with- 


held, the impression was pained that 
the German proposals had produced a 
favorable impression. Pending- the out- 
come of the cabinet discussion, however 
even suggestions as to the probable 
course of the United States in dealing 
with the German communication were 
carefully withheld. 


It. was understood that the German

proposals were substantially 
as outlined in press dispatches from 
Berlin, with an offer of the payment of 
200.000.000.000 gold marks, as against

Announcement of the Ger- 
man reparation proposals, which are 
being transmitted to the allies through 
Washingfon, was being awaited with 
interest. 


Chief; interest in these terms appeared 


to center around the guarantees offered 
the entente. Advices from Paris indi- 
cate this phase ol" the proposals will be 
closely examined by i'remier Briniid and 
the members of his cabinet. The French 
premier is quoted in dispatches as say- 
ing the guarantees he had in mind as 
being acceptable included participation 
in the proceeds of German industries a 
share in Germany's customs receipts 
and the deposit of gold by the Berlin 
administration. 


Dr. Walter Simons, Germans foreign 


minister, was expected to make public- 
today at least the outstanding points of 
Germany's proposals. 
He withheld in- 


formation as to the details of the terms 
yesterday because of an understanding' 
with K. L. Dresel American commission- 
er in Berlin; but it was authoritatively 
asserted the sum Germany would be

ALLIES MAY ACT IN 


SPITE OF NEW OFFER 


Paris, April 2G.—The possibility of 


applying penalties to Germany imme- 
diately v after 'May 1, despite whatever 
propositions Germany 
may make re- 


garding reparations in general, is be- 
ing seriously considered, according? to 
well informed French 
circles 
today. 


Such action would be because of the 
German refusal to transfer one billion 
gold marks to the Rhineland or hand 
over the equivalent of that sum as de- 
manded by the reparations commission, 
It is held in French official circles 


that the failure of the Germans to pay 
the balance of the 20,000,000,000 gold 
marks due Slay 1 under the provisions 
of Article 235 of the treaty of Versailles 
is entirely independent of the negotia- 
tions regarding the sum total of th« 
reparations she must eventually pay. 
The treaty fixes absolutely this amount 
which, being unpaid justifies the appli- 
cation of penalties, according to this 
theory, whatever course may be taken 
regarding 
the 
fixing of 
the total 


amount. 
It is semi-officially stated that the 


French feel unable longer to allow in- 
fractions of the treaty to remain with- 
out penalty.
